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The Soviet “Konstruxtionsbllro" at Junker-JSrg-Str. 9 in Karlshoret is 
employing Dipl. Ing. Hans Myslivecek as a diaison officer to secure 
information from, and the services of, German technicians in the 
other zones of Germany and in Austrie. 


Myslivecek ts a colleague of Dr. Lawitsenke who, together with 
other German specialists procured by Kerlshorst, is now in 


Sestroereedy near Leningrad, awaiting transfer to Oranienbaum. this spring, 


Oranienbaus will be the site of a testing station. 


Both Myslivecek and Lawitsehka formerly were employed by the Brilnner 
Maschinenfabrik, Eckerférde (C45), as boiler and turbine technicians. 
Myslivecek, native of Briinn and a former Nazi, was instrumental in 


getting Lawitschka a position at Karishorst in October 1945, 


Lawitschka appears to have nominated Myslivecek for his present 
liaison job. .
